3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a plastic guide for a transmission 
device as set forth in claim 1 and most significantly requires the guide having a hole that 
is coaxial with and extends through a boss being formed on the guide body and fits in a 
circular hole of the reinforcement plate, whereby a mounting shaft on which the guide is 
pivoted extends through the circular holes of the guide and reinforcing plate without 
contacting the reinforcing plate.
